She came from an Anglo-Egyptian family, and her 
grandfather founded a firm known as The Egyptian Dredging 
Company. Her father, who has lived in Egypt all his life, 
recently died, and as far as I can make out, virtually the 
whole family fortune has at any rate temporarily gone down 
the drain. 


I would like your assurance that people in her pesition 
are not going to be sold down the river by H. M. Government, 
and that everything possible wili be done to obtain full 
compensation for them at the earliest possible date.
